Bye-Laws — Octroi Recovery 

S ILO. 153, dated 24th Apl. 1961. — The following amendments to the bye-laws 
for the Regulation of the collection and Recovery of Octroi (without Refunds) in 
the Cantonment of Ambala made by the Cantonment Board, Ambala, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the
